Lying on the flior of the family 
> room, her lace splashed with clotted 
| blood and the oaken planks stained 
with tbe same drops, Charles Will- 
iams found his devoted young wife 
when he returned home from market- 
ing his wheat in the little town of 
j Maxwell. A heavy bullet had gone 
i through her head, life was completely 
j extinct, and her two baby children 
were crying aloud their grief atd 
fear. The oldest boy, aged five, told 
what had occurred. The young moth- 
er had been shot and killed bv Henry 
Noles, a negro hand upon Williams' 
place. As the mortally wounded 
woman sank to the floor, Noles shot 
at the boy, the bullet grazing the 
child’s bead. The negro fled to the 
woods. 

Williams' neighbors were stirred to 
the pitch of exciting merciless and 
summary justice. 

On receipt of the news of the crime, 
Sheriff Stewart departed for the scene 
with bloodhounds. A posse ol dtter 
mined citizens, well armed and provid- 
ed with a rope, was also onNoles'trail. 

It is repotted that the motive was 
robbery, and $ was obtained by the 
murderer. Mr. Williams is a farmer, 
well to do, and one of the most prom- 
inent residents of his section of Frank- 
lin county. The dead wrman was a 
member of one of tbe oldest and most 
respected families in the county. The 
two children, the eldest is just five 
years, were tbe only witnesses of the 
tragedy.

! 1 didn't know whether it was six days 
or ten. The gas must have made us 
sleepy. We slept a lot I know. We 
didn't knur whether it was day or 
night down there. 

"We tried to get out several times. 
Each time the gas drove us back. At 
last we decided that it was get out or 
die and we made a try, tapping on 
[ the pipe as we went along." 

According to the story of these men 
tbe first intimation Eugene and Rest 
had of the fatal fire was the shutting 
off of tbe lights. The two men were 
working tar in advance of the gang, 
and when the latter made their rush 
lor safety Rest and Eugene were sit- 
ting down behind the air lock waiting 
for the lights to be turned on again. 
They did not hear tbe shouts and 
cries ot their fellow -workmen. 

Coroner Simon in bis verdict on the 
I disaster a week ago at crib No 2 in 
which a dtzen lives were lost, finds 
tbe city of Cleveland, the sub-con- 
tractors and the crib engineer jointly 
responsible, the former because its of- 
i finals knew, through inspectors, of 
the absence ol precautions for saving 
life, the sub contractor for allowing 
smoke to accumulate in the crib, and 
the engineer for nl'uwing the snioke- 
, stacks to become overheated.

When one speaks 
slightingly of the "country paper" he 
is deriding perhaps the greatest in- 
strument of prosperity in his own 
community, and a lactor in the trend 
and condition of affairs in the nation 
that is by no means to be despised. 
On more than one occasion, tbe influ- 
ence of the conntry press has been 
seen in the exaltation of individuals 
and in the shaping ol National affairs. 

All this being true, tbe entire coun- 
try is to be congratulated upon the 
improvement which has been made 
in country journalism within the last 
one or two decades. The old time 
idea that a country editor was a syno- 
nym ol poverty and that be had unim- 
portant inloimation to exchange for 
pnmpkins, dried apples, etc , no 
longer exists, and, in most particulars, 
the true value of the paper is recog- 
nized and it is certainly well support- 
ed. It is true that there are Harold 
Sklmpoies io journalism as well as in 
other avocations, but tbe tact has been 
amply deruonslialed that business 
principles, when applied iu country 
journalism, are as potent as in other 
euterprises. 

Kentucky has lesson t > be proud of 
her newBpapeis. Her dailies are 
among the ablest to be found in the 
entire country, while her country 
weeklies are upon and unusually high 
plane ol excellence. Nearly all of tbe 
latter show evidence ol excellent sup- 
port and many ol them are edited in 
a most creditable manner. They in- 
vaiibly reflect the enterprise and 
progreaa of tbe town in which they 
are situated and their utterances find 
their way into the greatest journsla of 
the Nation. No reference has been 
made to the great magazines, the trade 
journals, and indeed the periodicals of 
all sorts published in the country, but 
all ol course go into the great engine 
that ia summed up in the great ex- 
pression, the "power of tbe press." --

Washington, Tmn., Auguat JI.*— 
Henry Noles, tbe negro wbc criminal- 
ly assaulted aod shot to death Mrs. 
Charles Williams, wile of a prominent 
farmer, near ibis city last Friday, was 
captured early this morning at the 
water tank near Cowan. Tenu. He 
was brought to Winchester by bis 
captors and placed in the county jail. 
Sheriff Stewart made haste to try to 
barricade the jail and protect the pris- 
oner. Soon an angry mob of several 
hundred men gathered, but Assistant 
Attorney General Matt N Whittaker 
appeared and made a speech to th« 
crowd. 

He appealed to them to assist him 
in allaying excitement and upholding 
the majesty of tbe law. He promised 
to reconvene the grand jury to 
promptly indict tbe negro and have 
speedily tried at the present term ol 
court, assuring the crowd that his 
conviction and legal execution was a 
foregone conclusion. This appeal 
was supplemented by Judge J. J. 
Lynch, Capt. W. P. Polly and others. 
No sooner had their appeals l«en 
made than seversl hundred citizens 
from tbe neighborhood where the 
crime was committed, ctme np and 
augmented the crowd. They swept 
fornard upon the jail, overpowering 
the sherifl and his deputies, took the 
prisoner and alarted for the scene of 
his crime, twelve miles distant. 

The mob was orderly, but deter- 
mined. It saemed that the whole 
populatiou lor miles aiound had turn- 
ed out to see tbe late ol the wretch. 
A procession three miles in length 
followed the mob to the Williams 
home. Arriving at a point in sight 
ol the scene of the crime, the negro 
was placed upon a stump and given a 
chance to make a statement. ' 

He monnted the stamp stolidly and 
laughed as he began bis statement. 
He said: “Tell all of my sisters and 

brothers to meet me in glory. I am 
going to make that my ho me. Tell 
my mother to meet me where parting 
will be no more." 

He was then asked as to whether 
any one else was implicated in the 
crime. Noles stated emphatically 
that there was no one Implicated but 
himself. 

"Why did you kill Mrs. Williams?" 

was asked. 

"I just done that because I had 
nothing else to do." 

He finished his statement at 1:35 
p. m. He was taken Irom the stump 
and carried to a tree, bound lo the 
tree by chains and his holy saturated 
with oil. 

At 1:45 (he match was applied and 
instantly the quivering body was en- 
veloped in flames. Fense rails were 
pitched about the burning body and 
soon life was extinct. The negro 
made no outcry at any time and died 



Cleveland, O., Aug 30. — As the re- 
sult of so dxplnaion of gas in the new 
water works tunnel under Lake Erie 
last night five more lives we added to 
tbe already long list cl casualties re- 
corded since work first began on the 
great artificial waterway. 

Crib No. 3, five miles from shore 
and two miles beyond crib No 2, 
where nearly a dozen lives were lost 
a week ago, wa* the scene of latest 
accidei t The work ot sinking the 
big intake ahatt at this point was 
completed, and five workmen were 
engaged in digging a tunnel in the 
direction of No. 2 crib when the fatal 
explosion occurred. The heavy cas- 
ing of the abaft was shattered by the 
terriffic fo-ce of the explosion and tbe 
water Irom the lake rushed in upon 
the unlortunate workmen at the hot 
tom. Two men who were at work on 
staging at the top ol tbe shaft were 
blown high into the air, but alighted 
on the crib and beyond being stunn- 
ed, were not seriously injured. 

The accident occurred late in the 
evening, but nothing was known uf 
it on shore until the next morning. 
For some ten son no boats are kept at 
the cribs. Thutv men, who were on 
the crib when the exp'oiion took 
place, spent the night vainly signal- 
ing lor assistance. It was long alter 
daylight before a tug reached them 

It i* supposed that the men digging 
stiuck a vain ol gas which was ignit- 
ed by a spark made by a Walkman's 
pick. Heavy iion gilders and ins 
cbinery weighing more than a hun 
dred tons weic forced out oljhe shaft 
t>y the exp'o.ioa. The crib was 
wrecked. Death must have been in- 
stantaneous lo the workmen in the 
tnnnel, for their comtades above heard 
to outcry So great was the destruc- 
tion wrought by Ihe explosion that it 
will probably be weeks belore tbe 
damage can be repaired and tbe bod- 
iea of the unfortunate workmen re- 
covered. 

James Williams, who lost hia lile 
in tbe accident, was one of the men 
who 10 heroically entered the tnnnel 
after the accident of last week at crib 
No. 2, in search of victims of that dis- 
aster. Plummer Jones, who at that 
time descended into tbe ahalt with 
Williams/was overcome with gas and 
di?d in the lannel. 

Mayor Johnson visited the scene of 
the accident and on his return order- 
ed all construction work on the tun- 
nel stopped until every safeguard 
shall be provided for the protection of 
the men. The mayor said that iu his 
opinion the city would be justified in 
taking the work out ol the hands oi 
the contractors, but subsequently de- 
cided not to Intel fere with tbe con- 
struction ol the tunnel, and opera- 
tions will at once be resumed. The

American Fruits Abroad. 

In order to Introduce American 
fruits freely into foreign markets tbe 
Department of Agriculture will use 
the appropriation made at the last 
session ot Congress.
